WESTERN OLVILISATLON, 

In a letter, written by an educated Oht- 
nese gentleman, occur the following re- 
markably forcible truths, uttered by way 
of comparing the gradual growth of our 
Western civilisation with the hot-bouse 
productions now-rising on all aldes. The 
views here’ given are specially noteworthy, 
coming as they do from one who has, as it 
were, seen both sides of the picture ; and 
they may be taken as indicative of a apirit 
which begins to inquire into, the cloments 
which constitute true progress. - After put: 
ting the Chinese notion in this wise, ‘ What 
is the use of education and culture if you 
cannot: make for yourself. a fortune,” our 
enrreapondent continues :~~ j 


Perhaps you have formed your own idesa 
of the progressibility of the Chinese people 
and have. perhaps advocated in your 
columns the free introduction of rallways 
and other machinery as a means of clvilising 
the Chinese, For my part I confess to 
having great doubts, or rathera certainty, 
-{hat machinery iv, any form will not civilize 
any people, -#uropean material civilisation 
is founded on and has ita roota deep in 
the moral and intellectual progress of long 
centuries. Before you ‘obtained the bloom 
and fragrance of the: flower, the roots had 
-been watered and manured for long ages 
by the blood aud bones of great and fereis 
men. It is perhaps very unfortunate at 
this moment, both for Europe and for 
Asia, that, this should be forgotten, snd 
-that the very opposite of this should be 
preached and believed everywhere. It Is 
a pity that Europeans and Englishmen 
‘partionlarly should forget that all they now, 
possess of civilisation—yea, their very 
freedom, as they call it, and their immortal 
constitution—they owe, ‘not to machivery, 
but to the virtues and the herofam of their 
ancestors, $0 the blood and sinews of their 
fathers, If it isasickening sight at which 
you are at a loss whether to laugh or weep, 
to sce little " nigger”-nations like Japan, 
Siam, and the Sandwich, Islands trying to 
buy steamships, ‘ men-of war and con- 
stitutions, atd mouthing in apery con- 
atiuttonal speeches—it is surely a tragic 
sight to see European ‘men clapping hands 
aud persuading the poor. unfortunates that 
they areon the way towards true civilisa-: 
tion; It makes me almost believe, or at 
least hope, that the opposition to the in- 
troduction of European. machinery on the 
part of the Chinese Governmont arises from 
some auch dim consciousness. At Jeast. 
their Classios—what may bo called their 
Scrlptures—ought to teach. them this.

Classics, which I am. afraid are not un- 
derstood among you ‘Europsans. They 
havo been translated and expatned by men 
whom. it would be the height of pre- 
sumption in me to speak otherwise than 
respectfully.

A JAPAN PAPER ON THE ALLEGED 
OPIUM IRREGULARITY. : 
_. Garette.) : 

Ir is with ‘a mingled sense of pleasure 
and pain that we reproduce an article from 
tho China Mail on the: subject of the 
diasgreeable rumours which have beon 
circulated here, apparently without an 
attempt at contradictlon, for the last two 
months—pleasure that an investigation 
may probably beheld to set all. these 
stories at rest, and pain that the British 
Government should .be, even -remotely or 
vicariously, affected by what all hope will 
prove to be unfounded, probably malicious, 
reporta. : : 

Our Hongkong contemporary treats the 
quostion with extreme moderation, though 
he is evidently acquainted with the parti- 
cnlars and nature of the rumours in rela- 
tion to the opium farm jocnopoly which 
reader an official inqu'ry necessary, Lt is 
to be regretted that nothing more explicit 
can be learned than the more fact that some 
irrogularities have occurred, reflecting 
seriously upon the Colonial Government ; 
but as tho matter. is of great interest, we 
sro not likely to préjudice an proceedings 
that may be taken by describing here the 
rumoured circumstances of the last ad- 
judication of the opium farm mondpo- 
ly. It is said that a gentleman, whose 
name we are not, of course, at liberty 
to publish, -has received from the suc- 
cessful applicant for the monopoly, & 
sum of money varlbusly stated: at from 
$15,000 to $40,000, belief inclining -to 8 
sum ¢f $17,000, which is allegéd to’ have 
been paid as commission or brokerage.
